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U.S.  horticultural  product  exports  in  fiscal  year  (FY)  1 999  were  valued  at  $  1 0.3  billion,  practically  unchanged 
from  shipments  in  FY  1998.  At  the  same  time,  U.S.  sales  of  horticultural  products  to  non-traditional  markets 
continued  to  increase  in  FY  1999.  Total  horticultural  exports  in  FY  1999  to  countries  in  the  Middle  East,  the 
Caribbean,  Central  America,  and  Africa  were  valued  at  $708  million,  up  10  percent  from  FY  1998.  Exports 
to  these  regions  accounted  for  7  percent  of  total  U.S.  horticultural  shipments  to  all  markets  in  FY  1999.  U.S. 
horticultural  product  sales  to  the  Middle  East  in  FY  1999  totaled  $250  million,  up  more  than  10  percent  from 
FY  1998.  Exports  to  Central  America,  valued  at  $163  million,  increased  almost  30  percent.  Exports  to  the 
Caribbean  remained  roughly  unchanged,  at  $242  million.

EXPORT  SUMMARY 

U.S.  exports  of  horticultural  products  to  all  countries  in  September  totaled  $842.03  million,  up  8 
percent  from  the  same  month  a  year  earlier.  Nine  out  of  the  16  categories  registered  increases. 
Categories  with  the  most  significant  increases  in  September  were  wine  (up  $17.9  million  or  40 
percent),  fresh  vegetables  (up  $  1 4.5  million  or  26  percent)  and  fruit/vegetable  juices  (up  $9.5  million 
or  1 6  percent).  The  category  with  the  most  significant  decrease  was  hops  (down  $  1 .3  million  or  32 
percent).  For  FY1999,  the  total  value  of  U.S.  horticultural  exports  was  $10.3  billion  -  practically 
the  same  as  FY  1998.

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Raisin  Situation  in  Selected  Countries 


Raisin  production  is  expected  to  fall  by  10  percent  to  497,183  metric  tons  in 
1999/2000  for  selected  Northern  Hemisphere  countries.  Production  in  Greece, 
Turkey  and  Mexico  is  estimated  to  decline  by  19  percent,  24  percent  and  32  percent, 
respectively  in  1999/2000.  The  United  States  is  the  only  Northern  Hemisphere 
country  expected  to  post  an  increase  in  1999/2000,  with  production  forecast  at 
267,183  tons,  up  6  percent  from  1998/99. 


Northern  Hemisphere 
United  States 

Raisin  production  in  the  United  States  is  estimated  at  267,183  metric  tons  in  marketing  year 
1999/2000  (August  1999-July  2000),  a  slight  increase  from  the  1998/99  crop.  According  to  the 
industry,  the  1999/2000  crop  had  large  and  full  grape  bunches  but  the  grape  bunch  count  was  also 
one  of  the  smallest  recorded,  30  percent  less  than  in  1998/99.  The  small  1998/99  raisin  crop 
combined  with  strong  domestic  and  international  demand  is  expected  to  raise  the  price  of  raisins  in 
the  1 999/2000  marketing  year. 

Exports  and  imports  in  1999/2000  are  estimated  to  remain  unchanged  from  1998/99.  Exports  and 
imports  are  forecast  at  1 12,000  and  25,000  tons,  respectively,  both  up  1  percent  from  the  previous 
year.  In  1998/99,  exports  fell  by  8  percent  from  the  previous  year  to  11 0,688  tons.  US  raisin  imports 
more  than  doubled  in  1998/99  to  reach  24,750  tons.  The  largest  market  for  US  raisins  was  Japan, 
which  purchased  a  record  30,101  tons.  Other  important  markets  for  US  raisins  in  1998/99  were  the 
United  Kingdom  and  Canada.  In  1 998/99,  the  United  States  primarily  imported  raisins  from  Mexico, 
Chile  and  Afghanistan.  Imports  from  Afghanistan  rose  from  351  tons  in  1997/98  to  4,287  tons  in 
1998/99. 

Turkey 

After  two  consecutive  excellent  crops  and  record  highs,  production  in  1999/2000  is  estimated  at 
190,000  metric  tons,  down  24  percent  from  the  previous  year.  Crop  disease  and  hail  in  some  grape 
producing  areas  resulted  in  a  smaller  crop. 

As  a  result  of  the  smaller  raisin  crop,  Turkey’s  raisin  exports  are  expected  to  decrease  by  8  percent 
in  1999/2000  to  180,000  tons.  Virtually  all  raisin  exports  are  destined  for  industrial  uses  rather  than 
direct  consumption.  Germany,  Italy,  the  Netherlands  and  the  United  Kingdom  are  Turkey’s  major 
export  markets  for  raisins. 
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Greece 


Raisin  production  in  Greece  is  estimated  to  decline  by  19  percent  to  25,000  tons  in  1999/2000  due 
to  unfavorable  weather  conditions  during  the  summer  of  1999,  as  well  as  wet  weather  during  the 
drying  period  in  September  1 999.  In  addition,  a  plant  disease  outbreak  will  also  affect  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  the  output  in  1999/2000. 

A  smaller  crop  in  1 999/2000  is  expected  to  raise  imports  400  percent  to  1 ,500  tons,  despite  a  small 
decline  in  domestic  consumption.  Exports  are  estimated  at  26,000  tons,  unchanged  from  the 
previous  year.  However,  the  level  of  exports  will  depend  on  the  prices  offered  by  competitors  and 
Turkey  has  entered  the  1999/2000  marketing  year  with  cheaper  export  prices  and  with  a  relatively 
better  quality  product.  In  1 998/99, 45  percent  of  raisin  exports  were  destined  for  Germany,  followed 
by  the  U.K.,  France,  Holland  and  Italy. 

Mexico 

Raisin  production  in  Mexico  for  the  1 999/2000  marketing  year  is  forecast  down  32  percent  to  1 5 ,000 
tons.  Adverse  weather  during  the  drying  season  led  to  a  significant  reduction  in  the  quantity  and 
quality  of  output. 

Poor  raisin  quality  is  expected  to  affect  exports.  Raisin  exports  are  forecast  at  5,000  tons  in 
1999/2000,  down  62  percent  from  the  previous  year.  As  usual,  the  highest  quality  production  is 
expected  to  be  exported,  mainly  to  the  United  States,  with  the  rest  packaged  for  domestic 
consumption  or  used  by  the  domestic  baking  and  food  processing  industries.  Imports  are  expected 
to  decline  by  22  percent  as  a  result  of  a  larger  domestic  supply  of  raisins.  Chile  remains  the  main 
raisin  supplier  to  the  Mexican  market. 


Southern  Hemisphere 
South  Africa 

South  Africa’s  raisin  production  has  been  revised  up  9  percent  in  1998/99  to  40,358  tons,  as  a  result 
of  favorable  weather  conditions  and  the  availability  of  greater  information.  Despite  some  frosts  and 
late  rains  this  past  winter,  the  industry  forecasts  the  1999/2000  raisin  crop  to  reach  38,000  tons. 

Raisin  exports  in  1998/99  are  estimated  to  reach  30,000  tons.  Raisin  exports  in  1997/98  were 
revised  downwards  to  correct  an  error  found  in  official  trade  numbers.  Major  markets  include  the 
United  Kingdom,  Canada,  the  Netherlands  and  France. 
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Australia 


Raisin  production  for  1998/99  was  revised  down  by  12  percent  from  an  earlier  forecast  of  23,500 
tons  to  20,700  tons  due  to  adverse  weather.  The  reduced  production  has  sharply  limited  export 
availability  and  will  increase  pressure  for  additional  imports.  Consequently,  exports  for  1 998/99  are 
expected  to  reach  the  record  low  level  of  5,700  tons.  Imports  are  expected  to  increase  to  1 3,500  tons. 

Beginning  with  the  1998/99  crop,  the  Australian  Dried  Fruit  Board  (ADFB)  will  no  longer  set  the 
export  price  for  sultanas  and  raisins.  The  price  for  the  1997/98  season  was  set  at  US  $1 ,675  per  ton.

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Prune  Situation  in  Selected  Countries 


In  marketing  year  1999/2000,  prune  production  is  forecast  at  149,686  tons,  up  53 
percent  in  the  United  States,  the  world’s  largest  prune  producer.  Poor  weather 
conditions  in  1998/99  dramatically  reduced  U.S.  prune  production  to  97,976  tons, 
down  50  percent  from  the  1997/98  crop.  Production  in  France,  the  second  largest 
prune  producer,  is  forecast  up  61  percent  in  1999/2000  after  two  consecutive  years 
of  small  prune  crops.  However,  production  in  France  remains  below  the  record 
64,813  tons  produced  in  1996/97. 


United  States 

The  1999/2000  (August  1999  to  July  2000)  prune  crop  is  forecast  at  149,686  tons,  up  53  percent 
from  the  previous  year.  However,  this  is  a  9  percent  decline  from  the  163,293  tons  initially  forecast 
by  the  National  Agricultural  Statistics  Service  (NASS)  in  June  1999.  An  unexpected  heat  wave  in 
July  1999  caused  fruit  to  drop  from  the  trees,  decreasing  the  size  of  the  1999/2000  crop.  The 
1 998/99  prune  crop  was  97,976  tons,  the  smallest  since  1 986/87,  due  to  adverse  weather  conditions 
from  El  Nino.  According  to  NASS,  total  1999  bearing  acreage  is  estimated  at  83,000.  The  French 
prune  variety  accounts  for  more  than  98  percent  of  all  prunes  grown  in  California. 

Most  of  the  1999/2000  prune  crop  is  in  manufacturing  sizes  and  cannot  be  exported  as  consumer 
packs.  Consequently,  exports  are  expected  to  decline  by  9  percent  in  1 999/2000.  In  1 998/99  prune 
exports  rose  a  modest  1  percent  to  71 ,202  tons  compared  to  the  previous  year  as  a  result  of  the  small 
prune  crop  that  year.  Japan  is  the  largest  consumer  of  U.S.  prunes  accounting  for  19,696  tons  or  28 
percent  of  total  U.S.  prune  exports  during  the  1 998/99  marketing  year.  Other  major  markets  include 
Germany,  the  United  Kingdom,  Italy,  Canada  and  the  Netherlands.  Prune  imports  are  expected  to 
fall  53  percent  to  300  tons  in  1999/2000,  a  return  to  a  more  normal  import  level. 

France 

Prune  production  is  forecast  up  6 1  percent  in  1 999/2000  (September  1 999  to  August  2000)  to  45,000 
tons.  In  1998/99  French  prune  production  amounted  to  33,000  tons,  25  percent  below  expected 
production  levels  as  a  result  of  rain  and  hail  during  the  summer  months.  France  is  the  world’s  second 
largest  prune  producer  after  the  United  States. 

France  is  expected  to  remain  a  large  exporter  of  prunes.  In  1999/2000  exports  are  expected  down 
slightly  as  a  result  of  very  low  stocks  to  draw  upon.  France’s  major  export  markets  for  prunes  in 
1998/99  were  Algeria,  Italy,  the  United  Kingdom  and  Germany.  In  1998/99  prune  imports  came 
from  Spain,  Yugoslavia,  and  Argentina.  Industry  experts  project  there  may  be  a  higher  demand  for 
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imported  prunes  in  1999/2000  as  stock  levels  drop. 

Yugoslavia 


Prune  production  declined  from  5,700  tons  in  1996/97  (October  1996  to  September  1997)  to  3,700 
tons  in  1998/99.  Exports  in  1998/99  declined  by  10  percent  to  900  tons.  The  decline  in  exports  is 
mainly  attributed  to  two  problems,  a  shortage  of  credit  in  Yugoslavia  and  the  inability  of  the 
government  to  provide  financial  support  to  prune  exporters.  In  addition,  the  severe  economic  crisis 
in  Russia,  the  largest  consumer  of  Yugoslavia’s  prunes,  has  also  contributed  to  the  shortfall  in 
exports  in  1 997/98  and  1 998/99.  An  update  report  containing  forecasts  for  the  1 999/2000  marketing 
year  is  expected  in  January  2000.  For  reporting  purposes,  Yugoslavia  includes  the  Republics  of 
Serbia  and  Montenegro. 

Chile 

Prune  production  in  1998/99  (January  1999  to  December  1999)  is  estimated  at  17,000  tons,  up  10 
percent  from  1997/98  as  a  result  of  better  weather  conditions.  Industry  sources  have  indicated  that 
good  economic  results  obtained  by  most  producers  during  the  last  few  years  have  encouraged  many 
farmers  to  increase  the  planted  areas,  by  planting  additional  orchards  or  replacing  older,  low 
producing  trees.  Industry  sources  forecast  total  yearly  production  to  reach  24,000  tons  in  4  to  5  years 
as  a  result  of  increased  plantings.  The  1999/2000  forecast  will  be  available  in  April  2000. 

Chile’s  prune  exports  are  estimated  to  reach  16,500  tons  in  1998/99,  down  12  percent  from  the 
previous  year.  Major  markets  for  Chile’s  prunes  in  1997/98  included  Brazil,  Mexico,  Spain,  Peru 
and  Germany.

World  Horticultural  Trade  & 
U.S.  Export  Opportunities 


Processed  Sweet  Corn  Situation  in  Selected  Countries 


U.S.  sweet  corn  production  for  processing  in  calendar  year  (CY)  1999  is  estimated 
at  2.88  million  metric  tons,  down  1  percent  from  1998,  due  mainly  to  a  4  percent 
decline  in  contracted  acreage  and  low  wholesale  prices.  U.S.  canned  sweet  corn 
(CSC)  exports  during  the  first  9  months  of  1999  totaled  128,725  tons,  down  1 
percent  from  the  same  period  the  previous  year.  Despite  economic  woes  in  Asia,  the 
top  U.S.  market,  U.S.  CSC  exports  to  key  Asian  markets  nearly  rebounded  to  the 
previous  year’s  level,  reaching  78,425  tons.  U.S.  CSC  exports  for  CY  1999  are 
forecast  at  175,000  tons,  down  7  percent  from  1998. 


United  States 

Production  of  sweet  corn  for  processing  in  the  United  States  in  calendar  year  1999  is  estimated  at 
2.88  million  metric  tons,  down  1  percent  from  1998,  due  mainly  to  a  4  percent  decline  in  contracted 
acreage  and  low  wholesale  prices.  U.S.  production  of  canned  sweet  corn  (CSC)  in  1 999  is  estimated 
at  1.51  million  tons  (613,000,  net  weight),  unchanged  from  1998.  Production  of  sweet  corn  for 
freezing  in  1999  is  estimated  at  1 .44  million  tons  (389,190,  net  weight),  down  6  percent  from  1 998. 
Production  in  Washington  state,  which  accounts  for  a  fourth  of  the  sweet  corn  crop,  was  estimated 
to  have  increased  about  1  percent  despite  a  cool  season.  In  Minnesota,  which  also  accounts  for  about 
a  fourth  of  the  U.S.  sweet  corn  crop,  production  was  estimated  down  1 1  percent  due  to  heat  and 
excessive  moisture.  Unfavorable  weather  in  Wisconsin,  Indiana  and  New  York  also  lowered  output 
for  the  U.S.  1999  crop. 

Despite  continuing  economic  woes  in  Asia,  U.S.  CSC  exports  during  the  first  9  months  of  1999  to 
Asian  countries,  mainly  Japan,  Taiwan,  Korea,  Philippines  and  Singapore,  accounted  for  the  bulk 
(61  percent)  of  total  CSC  sales.  During  this  period,  U.S.  CSC  exports  to  these  markets  rebounded 
to  total  78,425  tons,  less  than  1  percent  below  1 998,  but  still  23  percent  below  1 997.  Stronger  U.S. 
exports  of  CSC  to  Hong  Kong,  Korea,  Singapore,  the  Netherlands  and  Norway  were  the  primary 
reason  for  the  gain,  while  exports  to  other  key  markets  for  this  period  did  not  do  as  well.  U.S. 
exports  of  CSC  for  calendar  year  1999  are  forecast  at  175,000  tons,  down  7  percent  from  1998  and 
10  percent  below  the  1997  record  year.  CSC  continues  to  account  for  the  bulk  of  U.S.  processed 
sweet  corn  exports. 

Thailand 

Production  of  CSC  in  Thailand  in  1999  is  forecast  at  35,000  tons,  up  25  percent  from  the  previous 
year.  This  increase  in  output  is  attributed  mainly  to  a  significant  rise  in  planted  area  and  excellent 
weather  during  the  peak  growing  season.  Also,  lucrative  prices  for  fresh  sweet  corn  in  MY  1 998/99, 
and  the  emergence  of  several  new  CSC  processors  persuaded  some  farmers  to  switch  a  portion  of 
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their  farm  land  from  other  competing  crops  (mostly  vegetables)  to  sweet  corn  production  in  1999. 
Generally,  about  half  of  Thailand’s  fresh  corn  production  is  delivered  to  sweet  corn  canners,  with 
the  balance  being  used  for  fresh  and  frozen  consumption. 

Thailand’s  exports  of  CSC  in  calendar  year  1999  and  2000  are  forecast  to  grow  about  15  to  20 
percent,  due  mainly  to  Thailand’s  competitiveness  in  world  markets  and  improved  quality.  In  1998, 
Thai  CSC  exports  totaled  22,000  tons,  up  21  percent  above  the  previous  year.  Shipments  to  Hong 
Kong,  Germany,  South  Korea,  and  Japan  accounted  for  78  percent  of  total  exports.  Thai  packers 
report  that  the  average  f.o.b.  prices  for  CSC  dropped  from  US$  7.00  to  7.25  per  case  (24/12  ounce 
cans)  in  1998  to  US$  6.30  to  6.50  per  case  in  1999.  Thai  CSC  packers  are  concerned  that  fierce 
competition  among  themselves  may  generate  problems  of  price  cutting  and  lower  CSC  quality  in  the 
future. 

Production  of  canned  baby  corn  in  Thailand  in  MY  1999  and  2000  is  forecast  at  72,000  tons  and 
74,000  tons,  respectively.  Because  Thais  prefer  consumption  of  fresh  baby  corn  to  camied  baby 
corn,  approximately  99.5  percent  of  all  production  of  canned  baby  corn  is  exported.  In  MY  1998, 
Thailand’s  canned  baby  corn  exports  totaled  68,534  tons,  down  slightly  from  the  year  earlier  because 
of  reduced  sales  to  Sweden,  Germany  and  South  Korea.  Traditionally,  the  United  States  takes  the 
bulk  of  Thailand's  canned  baby  corn  exports,  followed  by  the  Netherlands,  Germany,  Japan,  Canada, 
Hong  Kong  and  the  United  Kingdom.  Thailand  is  presently  the  world’s  largest  exporter  of  baby 
canned  corn. 

France 

In  France,  processed  sweet  corn  production  includes  canned  and  frozen  product.  In  1 999,  production 
of  CSC  is  forecast  at  1 53,367  tons,  up  2  percent  from  the  previous  year,  while  production  of  frozen 
sweet  corn  is  estimated  at  29,000  tons.  The  increase  in  CSC  output  is  due  mainly  to  an  increase  in 
planted  area  and  the  growth  of  the  European  market. 

Consumption  of  CSC  decreased  by  65  percent  in  MY  1998/99  (July-June),  because  of  the  European 
debate  on  genetically  modified  organisms  (GMOs).  Even  though  sweet  corn  is  not  genetically 
modified  in  France,  some  consumers  do  not  trust  the  product  any  more.  Producers  are  starting  a 
forceful  advertising  campaign  to  inform  consumers  about  the  difference  between  genetically 
modified  corn  for  animal  feeds  and  non-modified  sweet  corn. 

French  exports  of  CSC  declined  by  12  percent  in  MY  1998/99,  due  mainly  to  reduced  shipments  to 
their  top  three  markets— Germany,  Spain,  and  the  United  Kingdom.  Reduced  shipments  to  the 
United  Kingdom  resulted  mostly  from  fears  of  GMOs.  Consumption  of  frozen  vegetables  in  MY 
1998/99  increased  by  2.6  and  exports  rose  by  4.7  percent  over  the  previous  year. 

French  production  of  frozen  sweet  corn  in  1999  is  forecast  at  28,000  tons,  down  2  percent  from 
1998.  French  consumption  of  frozen  sweet  corn  in  1998  declined  10  percent  from  the  previous  year 
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because  of  GMO  fears,  but  is  expected  to  recover  somewhat  in  1999. 

United  Kingdom 

In  the  United  Kingdom  a  small  amount  of  sweet  corn  is  produced  and  consumed  on  the  cob.  The 
United  Kingdom  has  a  well  developed  and  relatively  stable  CSC  market,  which  is  predominantly 
served  by  producers  from  France,  the  United  States,  Canada,  Thailand  and  Italy. 

France  continues  to  be  the  primary  supplier  of  CSC  to  the  United  Kingdom.  In  1 998,  U.K.  imports 
of  French  CSC  totaled  1 3,496  tons,  down  40  percent  from  1 997,  due  largely  to  the  debate  on  GMOs. 
Imports  from  the  United  States,  the  third  leading  supplier,  were  also  down  by  16  percent  in  1998 
from  the  1997  import  volume  of  7,799  tons.  U.S.  CSC  had  trouble  competing  in  the  United 
Kingdom  on  price  with  product  from  France  and  Canada.  So  far,  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
negative  trade  or  consumer  reaction  to  U.S.  CSC  imports  into  the  United  Kingdom  because  of 
GMOs. 

Japan 

Production  of  sw'eet  corn  for  processing  in  Japan  in  1 998  totaled  24,050  tons,  down  2.4  percent  from 
the  previous  year  due  to  poor  weather  conditions.  Approximately  51  percent  of  processed  sweet 
corn  production  in  Japan  is  made  up  of  frozen  kernel  corn,  and  the  balance  stemmed  corn.  Frozen 
kernel  com  production  increased  about  10  percent  in  1998,  while  frozen  stemmed  corn  production 
declined  slightly  from  the  year  earlier. 

Canned  and  frozen  sweet  corn  consumption  in  Japan  continues  to  be  fairly  well  accepted  among 
many  families,  particularly  by  young  singles  and  married  working  couples.  Due  to  a  severe  decline 
in  consumer  spending  under  the  recessionary  economy  throughout  1998.  retail  sales  of  all  foods 
suffered  an  extensive  decline.  As  Japan’s  economy  begins  to  show  some  signs  of  recovery, 
consumer  spending  is  also  expected  to  resume  growth. 

In  1998,  Japan’s  imports  of  CSC  from  the  United  States  accounted  for  approximately  59  percent  of 
all  imports,  followed  by  New'  Zealand  and  Thailand.  During  the  first  7  months  of  1999,  Japanese 
imports  of  CSC  from  the  United  States  accounted  for  91  percent  of  the  total.

Malaysian  Tariff  Reductions  Expected  to  Boost  U.S.  Horticultural  Exports:  Malaysia’s 
government  included  a  proposal  to  abolish  import  duties  on  43  food  categories  and  reduce  duties  on 
136  more  in  its  2000  Budget,  including  many  fresh  and  processed  fruits  and  vegetables.  Most  fresh 
fruit  tariffs  will  drop  from  10  percent  to  5  percent  or  zero,  thus  helping  to  bring  a  needed  boost  to 
an  important  U.S.  horticultural  export  market  that  has  struggled  since  the  Asian  crisis.  Malaysia  is 
one  of  the  top  25  largest  U.S.  export  markets  for  horticultural  products,  with  total  shipments  valued 
at  an  estimated  $69  million  in  FY  1999.  The  products  that  look  to  benefit  the  most  from  the  50  to 
100  percent  tariff  reductions  are  fresh  oranges,  apples,  table  grapes,  grapefruit,  and  pears.  U.S. 
orange  and  apple  exports  both  average  approximately  $10  million  yearly,  while  fresh  grapes  average 
$7  million. 

Fruit  Tree  Virus  Not  Foreseen  To  Have  Adverse  Implications  On  U.S.  Stone  Fruit  Exports: 

On  October  13,1 999.  APHIS  confirmed  the  presence  of  the  plum  pox  virus  (PPV)  in  Adams  County, 
a  stone  fruit  growing  region  in  the  state  of  Pennsylvania.  The  virus,  which  affects  stone  fruit  species, 
mainly  peaches,  apricots,  and  plums,  has  been  identified  as  the  PPV-D  strain.  Cherries  are  not 
believed  to  be  susceptible  to  the  D  strain,  which  is  present  in  most  of  Europe  and  Chile.  Fortunately, 
the  situation  is  not  expected  to  seriously  hamper  U.S.  fresh  stone  fruit  exports,  as  PPV-D  is  not 
transmitted  by  seeds.  Therefore,  fresh  fruit  is  not  a  pathway  for  this  strain  of  the  virus.  However, 
plant  material  from  infected  trees  could  spread  the  virus.  Therefore,  Canada  has  imposed  a  ban  on 
imports  of  stone  fruit  nursery  stock  from  the  affected  areas  in  Pennsylvania.  In  1 998,  U.S.  stone  fruit 
exports  (including  cherries)  totaled  178,722  tons,  valued  at  $251  million.  Peaches  and  nectarines 
account  for  about  45  percent  of  the  volume  of  U.S.  stone  fruit  exports,  followed  by  plums  and  prunes 
at  about  30  percent.  However,  cherries  account  for  50-percent  of  U.S.  stone  fruit  exports  in  value 
terms.  Canada,  Taiwan,  and  Mexico  are  the  major  markets  for  U.S.  stone  fruits. 

Mexico’s  New  Minimum  Reference  Price  For  Apples  Seen  As  Good  News  For  IJ.S.  Apple 
Exporters:  Under  the  terms  of  the  antidumping  suspension  agreement,  Mexico's  Secretariat  of 
Commerce  and  Industrial  Development  (SECOFI)  published  on  October  26,1 999,  a  Final  resolution 
on  the  minimum  reference  price  for  imports  of  U.S.  red  and  golden  delicious  apples  for  the  current 
season.  The  new  minimum  reference  price  of  $  1 1 .29  per  42-pound  standard  box  is  lower  than  the 
$13.72  per  box  established  last  season  and,  as  such,  is  expected  to  have  positive  implications  on  U.S. 
apple  sales  to  Mexico.  The  new  minimum  price  will  be  in  effect  from  November  1 ,  1 999,  to  October 
3 1 , 2000.  Last  season,  the  Pacific  Northwest  industry  was  concerned  about  its  apple  sales  to  Mexico 
because  the  minimum  reference  price  of  $  1 3.72  per  box  established  under  the  terms  of  the  agreement 
was  much  higher  than  actual  U.S.  prices  for  red  and  golden  delicious  varieties.  Despite  the  high 
reference  price,  Mexico’s  demand  for  U.S.  red  and  golden  delicious  apples  was  strong,  mainly 
because  prices  were  even  higher  for  major  competitors’  product  and  for  domestically-grown  apples. 
As  such,  U.S.  apple  sales  to  Mexico  in  1998/99  were  the  second  largest  on  record  with  an  increase 
of  90  percent  to  1  19,528  metric  tons,  valued  at  $66  million. 
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EU  Ministers  Allow  Chocolate  Products  to  Contain  Other  Vegetable  Fats:  On  October  28,  EU 
Internal  Market  Ministers  approved  an  agreement  allowing  the  use  of  6  non-cocoa  vegetable  fats  in 
the  manufacture  of  chocolate.  This  agreement  will  settle  a  dispute  that  has  raged  for  25  years,  but 
still  may  take  another  year  to  complete.  The  Ministers  endorsed  the  provisional  agreement  reached 
in  June  1999  to  allow  chocolate  products  to  contain  5  percent  of  vegetable  oils  as  long  as  the 
products  are  labeled.  Six  tropical  oils  (illipe,  palm,  sal,  shea,  kokum  gurgi,  and  mango  kernel)  could 
be  included  in  chocolate  instead  of  cocoa  butter.  The  dispute  began  when  the  United  Kingdom, 
Ireland,  and  Denmark  joined  the  EU  in  1 973  and  were  granted  an  exemption  from  the  ban  on  making 
chocolate  only  from  cocoa  butter.  African  producing  countries  predict  that  EU  demand  for  cocoa 
beans  could  drop  200,000  tons;  while  other  analysts  predict  that  existing  chocolate  products  would 
not  change  upon  ratification  of  the  agreement  as  consumers  are  very  much  taste-oriented.  In 
addition,  because  some  vegetable  fats  are  more  heat  resistant,  some  Nestle  analysts  predict  an 
increase  in  sales,  especially  to  countries  with  higher  temperatures.

Organic  Updates 


Organics  in  France 

Organics  is  still  a  niche  market  in  France  in  terms  of  value,  representing  only  0.5  percent  of  total 
retail  food  sales  compared  to  other  EU  countries  such  as  Denmark  where  the  share  is  3  percent. 
However,  the  market  has  been  growing  at  a  rate  of  12  percent  per  year,  and  that  rate  is  expected  to 
reach  20  percent  per  year  in  the  future.  In  1998,  sales  of  organic  food  products  in  France  were 
estimated  at  $700  million.  Growing  demand,  coupled  with  a  government  initiative  to  stimulate 
domestic  production  and  improve  distribution,  is  expected  to  boost  organic  food  sales  to  $2.6  billion 
by  the  year  2003. 

The  range  of  organic  foods  available  in  France  is  still  relatively  limited.  Major  domestically 
produced  organic  products  include  grains,  prepared  cereals,  dairy  products,  fresh  and  processed  fruit 
and  vegetables,  baby  foods,  meat  and  poultry.  Nearly  half  of  the  organic  food  is  sold  through 
supermarket  chains,  whereas  the  rest  is  sold  through  health  food  stores,  direct  sales  and  open  air 
organic  foods  markets.  Retail  prices  for  organic  products  average  25-35  percent  higher  than 
conventional  foods. 

Consumers  of  organic  products  fall  into  three  main  categories;  the  politically/ideologically  motivated 
who  are  concerned  about  the  environment,  and  animal  rights;  the  health  conscious ;  and  the  switchers 
who  are  easily  swayed  by  the  media  and  influenced  by  price  and  availability.  About  half  of 
consumers  of  organic  food  are  managers  or  self-employed  professionals  betw  een  the  ages  of  25  and 
49. 

In  1 998,  organic  imports  were  valued  at  $50  million.  The  main  organic  imports  included  fruit  juices, 
dried  fruit,  exotic  fruit,  cereal  bars,  mueslies,  and  processed,  new-to-market  products  such  as  ready- 
to-eat  frozen  foods  and  vegetarian  meals.  Germany  and  the  Scandinavian  countries  were  the 
predominant  sources,  although  40  percent  of  the  imports  came  from  non-European  countries. 

Best  prospects  for  U.S.  suppliers  interested  in  the  French  market  include  exotic  fruits,  nuts,  honey, 
milk,  grain  for  animal  feed,  and  processed  products  that  are  uniquely  American.  Growth  in  the 
processing  sector  presents  opportunities  for  ingredient  suppliers,  particularly  for  grains,  almonds, 
pistachios,  dried  fruits,  tropical  fruit  and  milk,  although  currently,  most  organic  ingredients  come 
from  other  EU  countries. 

Report  on  DIETEXPO/FILABIO  ‘99 

The  15th  International  dietetic/health/organic  trade  show  DIETEXPO/FILABIO  ‘99  was  held  in  Paris 
on  October  16-18.  More  than  1 1 ,000  visitors  from  80  countries  attended,  and  over  400  producers, 
processors,  wholesalers  and  importers,  including  80  exhibitors  from  16  foreign  countries,  displayed 
their  diet,  health  and  organic  products.  New'  organic  products  seen  this  year  at  the  show  included 
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ready-to-eat  items  such  as  salads,  leek  and  mushroom  tarts,  and  fresh  vegetarian  or  meat  dishes. 

For  the  second  year,  FAS’s  Paris  office  helped  coordinate  participation  of  American  companies  in 
a  USA  Pavilion.  Fourteen  companies  participated,  including  three  that  exhibited  organic  cereal 
products  and  tea.  U.S.  participants  indicated  that  they  expected  a  total  of  $2  million  in  sales  as  a 
direct  result  of  the  show.  The  DIETEXPO  press  office  showed  interest  in  the  American  products, 
and  interviewed  both  the  Paris  AgCounselor  and  the  U.S.  representative  of  the  National  Nutritional 
Foods  Association  for  the  show’s  daily  newspaper. 

FAS’s  Paris  office  notes  that  opportunities  for  U.S.  organic  products  in  France  show  much  promise, 
and  would  like  to  encourage  more  U.S.  organic  food  manufacturers  and  exporters  to  participate  in 
next  year’s  show. 

Organics  at  USDA’s  Agricultural  Outlook  Forum  2000 

Several  organic  sessions  are  scheduled  for  USDA’s  Agricultural  Outlook  Forum  2000  to  be  held 
February  24  and  25,  2000,  in  Arlington,  Virginia.  Planning  is  still  underway  but  an  outline  of  the 
sessions  is  available  now  at  the  forum  web  site  (www.usda.gov/oce/waob/agforum.htm).  On  Friday, 
February  25,  “Organics:  Yesterday,  Today  and  Tomorrow”  will  be  the  topic  at  the  Fruit  and 
Vegetable  Luncheon.  That  afternoon,  a  session  entitled  “The  Changing  Market  for  Organic  Foods” 
will  cover  consumer  demand,  organic  retailing  and  venture  capital  in  organic  marketing.  Other 
topics  of  interest  during  the  conference  include  biotechnology,  WTO,  global  marketing  and 
electronic  commerce. 

USDA  and  Organic  Seed  Growers  Collaborate 

More  than  200  U.S.  organic  seed  farmers  are  growing  800  breeding  lines  of  traditional  crop  plants 
provided  by  the  National  Plant  Germplasm  System  (NPGS),  which  is  maintained  by  USDA’s 
Agricultural  Research  Service.  The  objectives  of  the  Oregon-based  Farmer  Cooperative  Genome 
Project  are  to  increase  the  diversity  of  crop  seeds  available  to  farmers  and  gardeners,  teach  organic 
farmers  how  to  regenerate  seed,  and  eventually  provide  the  NPGS  with  additional  seeds  and  data. 
Among  the  many  crops  being  grown  are  amaranth,  pears  and  garlic.  The  project  began  in  1 998  under 
a  USDA  Fund  for  Rural  America  grant,  and  is  coordinated  by  J.J.  Haapala  of  Oregon  Tilth,  a 
nonprofit  organization  that  advocates  sustainable  agriculture  and  provides  organic  certification 
services.

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Export  News  and  Opportunities 

USDA  Extends  Credit  Guarantees  to  Andean  Region,  Egypt  and  Southeast  Asia 
Region 

Since  October  22,  the  United  States  Department  of  Agriculture  (USDA)  has  authorized  credit 
guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  to  the  Andean  Region,  Egypt,  and  Southeast 
Asia  Region  under  the  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (GSM- 102)  for  FY  2000.  USDA 
authorized  $350  million  in  credit  guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  to  the  Andean 
Region.  The  Andean  Region  includes  Bolivia,  Chile,  Colombia,  Peru,  Ecuador,  and  Venezuela. 
USDA  also  authorized  $100  million  in  credit  guarantees  to  Egypt  and  $90  million  to  the  Southeast 
Asia  Region.  The  Southeast  Asia  Region  includes  Malaysia,  Philippines,  Thailand,  and  Vietnam. 


Exporters  may  apply  for  credit  guarantees  on  a  first-come,  first-served  basis  to  cover  sales  of  any  of 
the  commodities  specified  in  the  GSM  list  of  commodities  published  in  FAS  program  announcement 
PR  0450-99,  issued  October  1,  1999,  or  as  superseded.  The  list  of  eligible  commodities  will  apply 
to  all  individual  country  and  regional  announcements  unless  otherwise  stated  in  the  announcements. 
The  following  horticultural  products  are  eligible  under  the  export  credit  guarantee  programs  for  FY 
2000:  dried  fruit;  fresh  fruit;  frozen  fruit;  canned  fruit;  100  percent  fruit  juices;  fruit  and  vegetable 
concentrates,  pastes,  pulps  and  purees;  honey;  hops  or  hops  extract;  beer;  tree  nuts;  fresh  vegetables; 
canned  vegetables;  dried  vegetables;  wine;  and  brandy.  From  time  to  time,  this  list  may  be  amended 
as  additional  commodities  become  eligible.  The  allocation  does  not  assign  dollar  amounts  to  any  of 
the  commodities  specified  in  the  GSM  list  of  commodities,  providing  buyers  and  sellers  maximum 
flexibility  in  arranging  the  size  of  their  transactions  within  the  scope  of  the  overall  allocation. 

The  GSM- 1 02  program  makes  available  credit  guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities 
overseas.  USDA  does  not  provide  financing,  but  guarantees  payments  due  from  foreign  banks. 
USDA  typically  guarantees  98  percent  of  the  principal  and  a  portion  of  the  interest.  The  GSM- 1 02 
program  covers  credit  terms  from  90  days  to  3  years. 

Under  the  program,  once  a  firm  sale  exists,  the  qualified  U.S.  exporter  applies  for  a  payment 
guarantee  before  the  date  of  export.  The  U.S.  exporter  pays  a  fee  calculated  on  the  dollar  amount 
guaranteed,  based  on  a  schedule  of  rates  applicable  to  different  lengths  of  credit  periods.  The  CCC- 
approved  foreign  bank  issues  a  dollar-denominated,  irrevocable  letter  of  credit  in  favor  of  the  U.S. 
exporter,  ordinarily  advised  or  confirmed  by  the  financial  institution  in  the  United  States  agreeing 
to  extend  credit  to  the  foreign  bank.  The  U.S.  exporter  may  negotiate  an  arrangement  to  be  paid  as 
exports  occur  by  assigning  the  U.S.  financial  institution  the  right  to  proceeds  that  may  become 
payable  under  the  guarantee,  and  later  presenting  required  documents  to  that  financial  institution. 
Such  documents  normally  include  a  copy  of  the  export  report. 
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If  a  foreign  bank  fails  to  make  any  payment  as  agreed,  the  exporter  or  the  assignee  may  file  a  claim 
with  USDA  for  the  amounts  due  and  covered  by  the  guarantee.  USDA  will  pay  the  U.S.  bank  and 
will  take  on  the  responsibility  of  collecting  the  overdue  amount  from  the  foreign  bank.

USDA  Extends  Supplier  Credit  Guarantees  to  Andean  Region  and  Southeast  Asia 
Region 

Since  October  22,  USDA  has  authorized  $10  million  in  supplier  credit  guarantees  for  sales  of  U.S. 
agricultural  commodities  to  the  Andean  Region  and  $50  million  to  the  Southeast  Asia  Region  under 
the  Supplier  Credit  Guarantee  Program  (SCGP)  for  FY  2000.  Eligible  destinations  under  the  Andean 
Region  include  Bolivia,  Chile,  and  Peru.  The  Southeast  Asia  Region  includes  Malaysia,  the 
Philippines,  and  Thailand. 

Exporters  may  apply  for  credit  guarantees  on  a  first-come-first-served  basis  to  cover  sales  of  any  of 
the  eligible  commodities.  The  following  horticultural  products  are  eligible  under  the  SCGP:  dried 
fruit;  fresh  fruit;  100  percent  fruit  juices;  fruit  and  vegetable  concentrates,  pastes,  pulps  and  purees; 
honey;  hops  or  hops  extract;  tree  nuts;  fresh  vegetables;  canned  vegetables;  dried  vegetables;  wine; 
and  brandy. 

This  list  of  eligible  commodities  will  apply  to  all  individual  country  and  regional  SCGP 
announcements  unless  otherwise  stated  in  the  announcements. 

The  SCGP  is  unique  because  it  covers  short-term  financing  extended  directly  by  U.S.  exporters  to 
foreign  buyers  and  requires  that  the  importers  sign  a  promissory  note  in  case  of  default  on  the  CCC- 
backed  payment  guarantee.  The  SCGP  emphasizes  high-value  and  value-added  products,  but  may 
include  commodities  or  products  that  also  have  been  programmed  under  the  GSM- 102  program. 

The  table  on  page  28  presents  the  F  Y  2000  SCGPs  for  which  USDA  has  authorized  credit  guarantees 
for  sales  of  U.S.  horticultural  products  as  of  November  19,  1999.  Additional  information  about  the 
SCGP,  regulations,  country  specific  press  releases  and  program  announcements,  and  a  Monthly 
Summary  of  Export  Credit  Guarantee  Program  Activity  may  be  accessed  on  the  Internet  at:

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The  General  Sales  Manager  will  consider  requests  to  establish  a  SCGP  and/or  GSM  Program  for  a 
country  or  region  or  amend  an  authorized  program  to  include  horticultural  commodities  and  products 
which  are  currently  not  eligible. 

The  SCGP  encourages  exports  to  buyers  in  countries  where  credit  is  necessary  to  maintain  or 
increase  U.S.  sales  but  where  financing  may  not  be  available  without  Commodity  Credit  Corporation 
(CCC)  guarantees.  Under  the  SCGP,  CCC  guarantees  a  portion  of  payments  due  from  importers 
under  short-term  financing  (up  to  1 80  days)  that  exporters  have  extended  directly  to  the  importers 
for  the  purchase  of  U.S.  agricultural  commodities  and  products.  These  direct  credits  must  be  secured 
by  promissory  notes  signed  by  the  importers.  CCC  does  not  provide  financing  but  guarantees 
payment  due  from  the  importer. 

Program  announcements  which  can  be  accessed  on  the  internet  provide  information  on  specific 
country  and  commodity  allocations,  length  of  credit  periods,  the  required  form  of  promissory  note, 
and  other  program  information  and  requirements.
